BEAUTY AMONG INDIANS. 


The Vomcn Cannot Be Compared to 


White*, but the Children Are Pretty. 
The Blackfeet are poor enough, in all 


jonscience, from nearly every stand- 
K>int from which we judge civilized 
•ommuoities, but their tribal possessions 
n elude several horses to each head of a 
aruily; aud though the majority of their 
vniies would fetch no more than twenty 
dollars apiece out there, even this gives 
hem more wealth per capita than many 
•ivilized people can boast. They have 
managed also to keep much of the sav- 
ige paraphernalia of other days in the 
orm of buckskin clothes, elaborate 
eudvvork, eagle headdresses, good guns 
ind the outlandish adornments of their 
hiefs and medicine men. Hundreds of 
miles from any except such small and 
istant towns as Calgary and Medicine 
Hat, and kept on the reserve as much as 
possible, there has come to them less 
lamage by white men's vices than per- 
haps most other tribes have suffered. 


Therefore it was still possible for me 


o see in some tents the squaws at work 
>ainting the clan signs" on stretched 
kins, and making beadwork for mocca- 
ins, 
pouches, "chaps," and the rest. 


And in one tepee I found a young and 
ather pretty girl wearing a suit of buck- 
kin, such as Cooper and all the past 
listorians of the Indians knew as the 
onventional every day attire of the red- 
kin. I say I saw the girl in a tent but, 
as a matter of fact, she passed me out of 
loors, and with true feminine art man- 
iged to allow her blanket to fall open 
ust the instant it took to disclose the 
>recious dress beneath it. 
I asked to be taken into the tent to 


which she went, and there, at the inter- 
>reter's request, she threw off her 
Blanket, and stood, with a little display 
f honest coyness, dressed like the tradi- 
ional and the theatrical belle of the 
wilderness. The soft yellowish leather, 
he heavy fringe upon the arms, seams, 
and edges of the garment, her beautiful 
>eaded leggings and moccasins, formed 
o many parts of a very charming pic- 
ure. Por herself, her face was comely, 
rat her figure was—an Indian's. The 
igure of the typical Indian woman 
hows few graceful curves. 


The reader will inquire whether there 


was any real beauty, as we judge it, 
among these Indiaas. Yes, there was; 
at least there were good looks if there 
was not beauty. I saw perhaps a dozen 
ine looking men, half a dozen attractive 
girls, and something like a hundred 
children of varying degrees of comeli- 
ness—pleasing, pretty or beautiful. I 
>ad some jolly romps with the children, 
and BO came to know that; their faces 
and arms met my touch with the smooth- 
ness and softness of the flesh of our own 
ittle ones at home. I was surprised at 
;his; indeed, the skin of the boys was of 
;he texture of velvet, 


The madcap urchins, what riotous fun 


;hey were having! They flung arrows 
and darts, ran races and wrestled, and 
n some of their play fairly swarmed all 
over one another, until at times one lad 
wonld be buried ill the thiplj of a writh- 
ng mass of legs and arms several feet in 
depth. Some of the boys wore only "Q 
strings" ^. for some reason, the breech 
clout is commonly called on the prairie), 


t others were wrapped in old blankets, 


and the larger ones were already wear- 
ng the Blackfoot plumo lock, or tuft of 
iivif tied and trained to stand erect above 
the furehend- 
Tjie babjesj within the 


tepees were clad only in their complex- 
.ons.—Julian Kalpb iq Harper's.

SENATOR STEWART'S 
DISCOVERY. 
News of Importance From 


Senator Stewart, who is ever on the 


alert to aiJ the cause of free coinage, lias 
introduced a resolution directing the Ju- 
diciary Committee to inquiry if any fur- 
ther legislation is necessary to make 
it the duty of tha proper officers of the 
mints to receive and coin silver bullion 
for the benefit of depositors. The Sena- 
tor bases ths resolution on the assump- 
tion that holders of siUer bullion are en- 
titled to have it coined under existing 
laws. 
He says the Act of January 18, 


1837, provides that gold and silver bull- 
ion brought to the tniut for coinage shall 
be received and coined by the proper 
officers for the benefit of the depositors. 


The Act of February 13, 1873, 
kaown 


as the Demonetization Act, repeals the 
Act of 1837, relating to free coinage and 
provides "that any owner of silver bull 
ion may deposit (ho same at nny mint to 
be formed into bars or into dollars of 
the weight of four hundrud find twenty 
grains, troy, designated in this Act as 
Inulo dollars, and no deposit of silver foi 
other coinage shall be received." 
A sub 


sequent Act prohibited the coinage o 
trade dollars thus depriving depositors 
of the privilege of having silver coitiec 
at nil at the nvnts. 


In February, 1878, the Bland Act, au 


thorn ng the coinage of standard dollars, 
bocaino a law. 
This authorized the pur- 


chase of silver bullion and coinage of not 
less than two millions nor more than 
four millions of dollars per month. 
The 


Bland Act was repealed by the Sherman 
Commodity Act of July, 1890, which is 
BOW in force. 


Senator Stwwnrt claims that the Bland 


Act of 1878, revives Section 14, of the 
General Coinage Act of 1837, which pro- 
vided, as. above quoted, Hint gold and 
silver brought to a mint for coinage, 
shall be received and coined for the ben- 
efit of the depositor, and says the omis- 
sion to enforce this provision ia unac- 
countable, and appears to have been over- 
looked by all parties. 


If this discovery of Senator Stewart is 


correctly reported and Section 31 of the 
Act of 1873 does not repeal the Act of 
1837, it will open the mints for the 
free 


coinage of silver as well as gold and set- 
tle the much-discussed and all-important 
silver question. 
Silver would at once 


advance about 3."; cents an ounce, thou- 
sands of people would Hock to Nevada, 
nnil find e m p l o y m e n t in developing new 
mines and worki'u; old ones now closed. 
Money would bo plentier and times bet 
tor than for several years.

Toller Answers Morrow, 


WASHINGTON, January 6.—TUs Senate 


bill introduced by Stew»rt to provide for 
he free coinage of gold and silver bullion 
was taken up, and Merrill proceeded to 
addresi the Senate. 
Merrill criticised the 


speech heretofore made by Stewart on the 
B-JIUS sobjoct, and spolte in opposition to 
the bill for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. 


At the close of the speech, -which occu- 


pied abont an hour and a half in its deliv- 
ery, Teller took the floor and called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Senator from Ver 
mont, aa well as the President if the 
United States in his 
annnal message, 


treated the silver bill of July 14, 1890, as 
the work of bimetallists in Congress. 
He 


(.Teller) denied that assertion. The bill, 
he said, was the work and product of a 
committee known to be for many years 
deadly hostile to bimetalUsta. 
Ho did net 


intend to quarrel with the act of Joly, 1890, 
bot he did Intend to show that it was not o 
silver act. It was a money act, and as 
sucb it received the approval of ail the 
Senators who voted for free coinage and 
received the condemnation of the twenty- 
five Senators wbo voted against free coin- 
age. 


After quoting tha sentence from the 


President's message to the effect that the 
bill h»d been expected to bring the price 
of silver up to SI.29 per ounce, Teller 
challenged the executive in contradiction 
of that btateuient and asserting that only 
one Senator (alluding to Jones of Nevada) 
had intimated thnt tho act of 1890 wopld 
triog silver up to pnr. 
On the other hand 


more than twenty Senators asserted that it 
would not bring silver to par. If disaster 
oomo, as it will come if thnt policy is 
persisted in, it would have to be laid at the 
door of the men who for fifteen years have 
steadily resisted the general public demand 
for the nse of silver on equ.-l terms with 
gold. 
But there was another proposition 


coming from the executive. What was it? 
"It was that the United States should 
acoumn'.ato all the gold of the world, and 
ihe money centers of Europe would say 
that the United States having got all the 
gold they would join Ihe United Sta'es in 
tho work of using silver." 
Coming as it 


did from the executive of the nation, Le 
(.Teller) was bound to speak of it vr.th 
respect whatever he might think or feel. 
How was the United States to accumulate 
all the gold in ths world? Even when this 
country had abundance o( crops, and was 
enjoying great prosperity, gold Itfl the 
country At the rate ot a million dollars a 
dny. 
The United States was tho debtor 


nation, owing to Europe rno-e than two 
thousand million dollars. 
How was the 


United States to get Europe to unload her 
coffers and send her gold here.

referred to the fact of the President having 
sent a New York banker (Soiigman) to 
Berlin )'n connection with the silver ques-

iuent silver man.

name twenty men in public life wbo
